TRADING WITH CHINA. 


The question of how best to 
extend Britain’s trédo with the 
Far East keeps cropping up 
every Dow and again, yet wa seem 
never to hear of any marked 
progress made by Home manu- 
facturers. In an interview grant- 
ed Reuter by Mr. Godfray Chees- 
taan, secretary to the National 
Union” of Manufacturers, that 
gentleman is stated .to hare 
urged that British manufacturers 
should “make a strong bid for 


trade in the Far East, especially 


China,” and is quoted as expresa- 
ing the belief that “so long as 
the Chinese importer is given the 
article he has asked for, there 
will be no complaints and no 
difficulty in obtaining payment.” 
He also émphasised that “the 
Chinese are very particular with 
regard to quality.” This is all go 
obvious a3 to suggest that it is 
part of some propagandist cam- 
paign “to “wake up” British 
business men to’ opportunities for 
-trade in the East that they 
seemingly are permitting to go 
unheeded. Otherwise there is 
nothing new in the fact that the 
Chinese—or the Hottentots, or 
&ny other race—desire to be 
given the article they ask for, or 
that good quality goes for a great 
deal ‘vith customers. [If “what is

We refer; to 
the dangerous practice indulged 
in by Chinese youngsters of 
scorching along Nathan Raad on 
bicycles. Every day, these lads 
can be seen dasbing up and down 
the road, paying not the slightest 
heed to ordinary traffic rules, and 
often placing others in distinct 
peril. Children especially are in 
danger. Ordinary bicycles were 
bad: enough, but now _ tandems 
Lave appeared on the scene, often 
ridden by the veriest of amateurs. 
Cannot aometbing be done to stop 
this nuisance? The police on 
point duty do not take the least 
interest in the proceedings, They 
seo the youngsters carec ring about 
and infringing every known trafic 
tule. But the matter does not 
sean. to concern them at all. One 
of these days there will bea nasty 
accident. Then, perhaps, some- 
thing will be done to control these 
speedsters. Why wait?
